BLEAK day, pink snow. And I 
have an awful cold in the head, but | 
cannot, like some of ‘my more fortunate 
(and idle) sisters, go to bed and nurse 
it. Instead, I will: sit. by the fire and 
weave my dreams of perfect, blissful 
comfort into this article—to be a guide to 
those who must nurse colds, chills, ‘flu 
and other ailments of the season. 

First dispel draughts and noise. Then 
make the patient’s bed really comfortable ; 
see that everything needed is within easy 
reach, and finally use your imagination 
to make the room as cheerful as possible. 
Then see that only the right people are 
admitted as visitors to the sick, These 
practical measures will reduce the length 
of any illness by half, and will decimate 
the doctor’s fees. 

As for draughts—hospitals and nursing 
homes are no guide in this; but, then, 
they don’t aim at decimating doctors’ fees. 
If the door is badly hung or warped, so 
that a blast as cutting as a knife-edge 
comes in, rig up a really thick, wide 
curtain to exclude the blasts. Old 
blankets tacked together will serve if you 
have nothing more seemly available. If 
the draught only comes under, and not 
all round the door, you can keep it out 
by screwing a length of blind lathe covered 
with felt to the bottom. Treat leaky win- 
dows also. If nothing else can be found, 
tissue paper will serve to seal the gaps 
between sashes or between the sashes and 
their frame. It can be done neatly. This 
is really important: I know, because

DEVILS TO TEMPT | 
YOU 
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ON CHILLY EVENINGS 


OR chilly evenings there can be few 
more attractive dishes than a well- 
cooked “ devil,” whether it be devilled 
beef, kidneys, fish, eggs or any other vast 
variety of foodstuffs which lend themselves 
to this treatment. In dealing with a 
jaded appetite, too, we all know a devil 
can be a sure tempter. 

Fortunately there is nothing difficult 
about the Fran of a devil, if a few 
simple rules be observed. Im most cases 
a devil paste is used and it is in the 
blending of this paste that the art of 
devilry consists. 

Devil Paste.—The basis of a devil paste 
is always butter. With it you ack in 
such ingredients as mustard, black, white 
or cayenne pepper, curry powder or paste, 
chutney, salt and lemon juice, according 
to your individual judgment. 

It is not necessary to use all these ingre- 
dients for one devil, but it is a skilful 
combi) tion of flavours that makes all the 
difference between an indifferent devil and 
a first-rate one. So do taste and try until 
you are satisfied that you have struck 
the right balance. Bear in mind, of 
course, that there is nothing more dis- 
i and disappointing than a tame 

evil. 

For your guidance the following is a 
good standard fecipe for devil paste. To 
an ounce of butter, add 1 teasponful chut- 
ney, 4 teaspoonful curry powder, 1 tea- 
spoonful made mustard, pinch of salt, good 
sprinkling of cayenne and a squeeze of 
lemon juice. Chop the chutney finely and 
work all the ingredients together until a 
smooth paste is former. 

Devilled Kidneys.—This paste can be 
used in yarious ways. For instance, when 
devilling kidneys you split and grill them 
in the usual way, but just before they are 
done you spread them liberally with the 
paste and finish the grilling. Ribs of beef 
are also excellent spread with paste and 
grilled, but the meat on them should be 
scored and the paste inserted well into the 
scores several hours before grilling if 
meate the meat.

Devilled Toast.—A pat of devil paste is 
excellent on grilled steak. Another tasty 
way of using it is to make devilled toast. 
For this, add some grated cheese to the 
paste and heat up well before spreading 
on the hot toast. Serve very hot. 

Devilled Cod Gutlets.—Wash and dry 
the cod, and spread each cutlet liberally 
with devi! paste. Sprinkle with fine 
breadcrumbs, and put shayin of butter 
on top, and place in a buttered tin. Bake 
in a brisk oven for 15 to 20 minutes accord- 
ing to the thickness of the fish.

ERDICTS for the plaintiff, Mr. Joseph 
V O'Doherty, ex-T.D., Barrister-at-Law, 
Balbriggan, were given in his two libel 
actions in res a ge in the book, 
‘On Another 'a Wound,” written by —.r, 
Ernest O'Malley, 229 Rathmines road, Dublin, 
and gs in book form in 1936, and in 
serial form im the Jrish Press in the same 
year. 

Damages were assessed at £250 in the action 
against sir, O'Malley and the Sign of the 
three Candles, Ltd., and at £300 im the 
action against Mr, O'Malley and Irish Press, 
Ltd., and Mr, Justice Hanna gave judgment 
accordingly, 

In the first action, against Mr. O'Malley, as 
author, and the Sign of the Three Candles, 
Ltd., Fleet street, Dublin, as printers. and 
publishers of the book, Mr. O'Doherty alleged 
that the defendants falsely and maliciously 
wrote and caused to be published and circu- 
lated in reference to him the following 
words :— 

‘‘An incident that most disconcerted me 
was the attitude of a member of the Volunteer 
Executive on the night, of the raid; The men 
were willing to take their chances, although 1 
thought we would have to fight our way 
through on our return to Derry. ‘I am not 
going with you,’ he said, as we were ready to 
move off, ‘1 have a wife to think about.’ His 
withdrawal made a future doubt. m my mind 
about the quality of a member of the Execu 
tive.” , 

Mr, O'Doherty alleged that these words 
meant that, at the time of a raid for arms by 
lrish Volunteers on an unoccupied house near 
Derry on the night of October 1, 1919, he—the 
only member of the Volunteer Executive. pre- 
sent when the raid was being planned--was 
guilty of dishonourable conduct, disloyalty and 
cowardice, 

The defence in each case was a denial that 
the words referred to or were understood to 
reier to Mr. O'Doherty; that the words witli- 
out the alleged meaning were no libel; and 
that, in so far as the words consisted of allega- 
tions of fact, they were true in substance and 
in fact, and, in so far as they consisted of 
expressions of opinion, they were fair com- 
ments made in good faith and witheut malice 
upon the facts, whch were matters of public 
lIncerest 

In the secou®%eaction the defendants were 
Mr. O'Malley and Irish Press, Ltd., and the 
detence was in simflar terms ‘to that in the 
other action, The actions were heard together.

“The Republican Peace” 


Lower down my eye falls upon a brief 
article under the heading of ‘‘ The 
Republican Peace.” I take leave to quote 
it in full, inasmuch as it seems to give a

‘“ It was said that there was no intellec- 
tual gulph between the generation which 
burnt Joan of Arc; and the genera-

About Clemen- 
ceau we know very little, he was ably 
an athiest, and certainly a child of the 
barricades.. ‘Woodrow Wilson was full of 
republican prejudices, and of mixed Ulster 
Covenanting stock—people who rose in 
rebellion against the Stuarts. But it is 


safe to say that if the Covenanters came 


back to the world to-day, no one would 
get on with them for ten minutes, such 
was their intolerapce and bigotry.

Cromwell's Ghost 


“When the Peace of 1919 was being 


perpetrated, there is every reason to believe 
that the evil spirit of Oliver Cromwell 
brooded over the scene. Lord Riddell has 
left it on record that Mr. Lloyd George 
was haunted by the spirit of Oliver 


Cromwell at this time, which was most, 


unfortunate, as Cromwell was full of 
vengeance and the last person to make a 
sane peace. The more impartially one 
studies the question, the more clearly it 
becomes evident that those in any way 
responsible for the Peace Treaties failed 
miserably before God and man.” 


The Vigour of Game 


I wonder how many people in this 
country play dominoes nowadays. There 
seems to be a general impression that it 
is a suitable game for children under ten, 
but lacking in excitement—or can it be in 
dignity 1—for those of riper years. 

People who criticise the game on such 
grounds can never have seen it played in 
a French café.

An Amusing Experience 


The Corkman and I had rather an amus- 
ing experience on one of our walks. We 
started off in great fettle to climb a moun- 
tain—not one of the rocky ones, but some- 
thing in the Bs as of Lugnaquilla, which 
can clim in comparative comfort. 
On the way down we were a bit tired—that 
is to put it modestly, as we had been 
trudging and toiling up steep paths for 
four or five hours. e going was a bit on 
the tough side. It was slushy as well as 
stony. and our feet were beginning to 
suffer since we were ill-shod for such ex- 
cursions. We reckoned that we still had 
an hour or so in front of us, when I 
suddenly espied a notice board attached to 
a rock. It read: “ Pension Restaurant: 

We were over-joyed ; for 
we both were thirsty as well as weary, 
and the prospect of a couple of cool 
Pilseners was more than grateful, There 
was no danger of losing our way, The 
path was well defined ; and there was only 
one path; so off we trotted, our steps 
quickened by the alluring certainty— 
barring a couple of sprained ankles—of 
early refreshment. 

Five minutes passed, and as we had 
been making a good pace I began to 
wonder. After ten minutes impatience 
gradually set in. Could we be on the 
wrong path? That was out of the question ; 
yet we could see down the hillside for 
quite a long way, and there was no sign 
of the hostelry. A quarter of an hour 
went by. I suspected the Corkman’s 
watch, which, he said, he had hought from 
a Kerry tinker about fifteen years before, 
and was never used except on holiday. 
had none. I never have. But, I reflected, 
the Corkman’s watch, having had a good 
time for so long, ought to be able to keep 
good time on its annual outing. Besides, 
one's thirst could not be so badly mis-' 
taken. Twenty minutes, twenty-five ; then 
we could stand it no longer. Somebody 
had been trying to be funny, and it was a 
mighty poor joke at the expense of a 
couple of innocent foreigners. 


Eureka ! 


We had gone Eurpess out of our way 
to get to that place of refreshment, and 
now we would have to go right back to 
the notice board in pil cé to reach our 
destination.

o me that fact illustrates one of the 
major mysteries of Central European life. 
How did the Slovak language survive? 
For a thousand years Slovakia was under 
Hungarian rule. Everything possible was 
done to kill the native language. All the 
men had to serve in the Hungarian Army, 
and woe ‘betide them if they could not 
speak Magyar. In theory there was no 
language bar in the Imperial Army ; but, 
in fact, unless a soldier’s Umgangsprache, 
or language of habitual conversation, was 
Magyar or German, his hopes of promotion 
vere negligible. That is why virtually all 
he officers were either German or 
Magyars In spite of these obstacles, the 
Slovak language persisted. The so-called 
upper classes regarded it as a peasant 


atois; and so, in actual fact it was,. 


vecause it had almost no literature, 
but the Slovak peasants are a sturdy 
‘rowd. They spoke their language in their 
‘ottages. Numbers of their priests—they 
‘re almost 100 per cent. Roman Catholics 
—preached in the Slovak tongue, and all 
‘he efforts of the haughty Magyars in 
Budapest were unavailing. The Slovaks 
were far closer to Hungary than the Irish 
were to England. The Hungarian methods 
of repression were far more brutal, as wel] 
as more sultle, than the English my .hods 
were in this country. ow diu the 
Slovaks succeed where the Irish failed? 
Some abler man than I must solve the 
problem, 


Loyalties 


Our friend, the innkeeper, did not seem 
to see anything. remarkable in it. He 
spoke Hungarian as his native language 
because he had been born of Magyai 
arents, and, of course, had gone to a 
ungarian school; but he was equally 
fluent in Slovak—which is as closely allied 
to Czech as makes very little matter— 
knew German as well as most foreigners 
know it, and had more than a smattering 
of amazingly ungrammatical French. He, 
too, was a great admirer of the dead 
Masaryk ; for Masaryk was a Slovak ; and 
he held forth at some length on the 
subject of the President-Liberator’s 
achievements. He had more than a 
sneaking liking for the Hungarians—he 
told us all about the culture, the gaiety, 


and the warlike qualities of Slovakia’s 
former masters; but when I asked him 
the hanging question: ‘‘ Would you like 
to be back again under Magyar rule?’’ he 
answered in the French equivalent of 
Eliza Doolittle’s immortal remark in 
Shaw’s “ Pygmalion.” 

They were nearly all like that. They 
had hankered after the old days. Much, 
indeed, as in our own country you will 
find many who talk about how pleasant 
life was “‘ when the British were here.” 
But most of them were quite prepared to 
admit that, taken by an large, the con- 
dition of Slovakia was infinitely better 
than it had been, and that there could be 
no question, either now or in the future, 
of a return to Hungarian suzerainty. The 
Magyars are spending huge sums of 
money on propaganda, some of which is 
exceedingly clever ; but the Slovaks’ spirit 
of independence is invincible, and what- 
ever may happen in Central Eu it is 
a fairly safe bet to predict that Slovakia 
will not be wres Czecho- 
slovak Republic without a bitter and 
bloody struggle. 

I had many conversations with people 
of all classes round about Ta a 
Lomnica, and in nearly every case 
re er same point of view.

In Poprad 


In this part of the Republic the peasants 
seem to he pretiy prosperous, and most of 
their villages are a joy to the eye. You 
can see them sprinkled over the rich plain 
from the mountain-side, their red-roofed 
houses making a delightful picture. 
Poprad is quite an up-to-date little town, 
with a particularly well-kept railway 
station, at which, by the way, we got the 
best cup of: coffee, served with whipped 
cream, that I ever have tasted. The town 
itself is a curious contrast between shabbi- 
ness and modernity. There are two big 
churches, «ne Roman Catholic and the 
other Lutheran, cheek by jowl, forming 
an island in the centre of the main street. 
There also is a Roman Catholic convent. 
Some of the shops are very primitive, 
whereas others are as good as any of the 
shops in, say, Dublin or—pace my 
travelling companion—in Cork. There 
are no wealthy people in this neighbour- 
hood ; but there are many fairly strong 
farmers, and Poprad is the biggest town 
in a very extensive area. 

Not far from Poprad is the beautiful 
health resort known as Smokovec. To any- 
body with weak lungs I would recommend 
this place very warmly} for it has a 
magnificent climate—the climate through. 
out eastern Slovakia and Ruthenia is en- 
tirely continents! and indulges in very 
few of the vagaries of our own variety. 
There are some really wonderful sanatoria 
on the southern sloves of the mountains, 
and the air is just as good and as dry 
as it is in Switzerland. The prices are 
remarkably cheap, there is any »mount of 
warm sunshine—even in late September 
one was able to take coffee out of doors— 
and first-class medical advice 1s available.

What is the position of the Representa- Í 


tive Church Body? The answer is that 
the Representative Body, as Trustees for the 
Church of Ireland, administer genera! funds 
and specific trusts. The former are the funds 
over which the General Synod has control so 
far as the income is concerned, but even the 
General Synod cannot apply these funds to 
any purpose other than Church sustentation. 
“ Church Sustentation’’ has been legally 
defined as “‘the support and maintenance of 
lergy and churches.” By no stretch of the 
imagination could. anybody nelude the 
Chureh of Ireland farmers as coming within 
this definition, The capital of these general 
funds has to be invested by the Representa- 
tive Church Body, and they, and they alone 
are responsible for this duty. Trustees are 
controlled by the taw of the land, and ao 
trustee has the power tc lend trust money 
“ge to farmers on the security of their 
said. 


SPECIFIC TRUSTS 


Specific trusts are those which have heen 
handed over to the Representative Body by 
legacv, benefaction, etc.. and they are a 
contract between the Representative Body 
and the parties who created the trusts, The 
investment of the capital and the administra- 
tion of the income is the sole responsibility 
of the Representative Body, and the General 
Svnod has no power of varying specific trusts. 
The Representative Body are controlled in 
the investment of these funds by the law of 
the country, and they cannot apply the in- 
come to any other purpose except that laid 
down in the terms of the trust. To put it 
shortly, the income of the funds held hy the 
‘epresentative Body canuot be applied to 
assist the farmers, because there are no 
trusts which would permit of such applica- 
tion of the income, and the Representative 
Body cannot apply the capital which they 
hold in trust because they are precluded from 
doing so by the laws governing the powers 
of trustees. 

In the light of these facts, it seems a pity 
to write complaining letters in the public 
Press abont these matters, which, in any 
case, are matters for discussion at the meet- 
ings of the General Synod. 

But no one denies that the plight of the 
farmers’ calls for action, and farmers who 
want to find money to buy or stock their 
lands should get into touch with their own 
clergyman, who is bopnd to know what can, 
and what cannot, be don in such cases. 

Quite apart from the financial question, it 
is a mistake to-take a pessimistic view of the 
position of the Church of Ireland. The 
political changes in the South, though, of 
course they are not designed to do so, have 
inevitably had an adverse effect en the 
Church’s position. 
said is said about the fair treatment. which 
the minority has received, it still remains 
true that the advent of the new régime has 


meant pressure, sometimes cruel pressure, 
against our Church. Yet the Church of 
Ireland has withstood that pressure, and 


often in the face of overwhelming difficulties 
it has contrived to justify its proud title by 
ministering to the needs of its people in every 
town and village in the whole country—no 
small achievement. The clergy of the Church, 
especially the country clergy, has impressed 
itself on the public conscience by a wonder- 
ful exhibition, of faithful ministry, and ita 
prestige was never higher than it is to-day. 
In addition to all this, it mav be well to 
add that the Church knows no boundary and 
is one throughout the country. It is no 
dwindling hand of settlers, but a good half- 
million Irishmen and Irishwomen who love 
their country and are determined to take 
their share in its destiny. If the Church is 
one, then we must think of the needs of all 
its members, not only those in the South and 
West, but also those in the North,

N commemoration of the Golden Jubilee of 
| tha Mothers’ Umoe in Ireland a 
pageant, which will be repeated to-nigh: 
and to-morrow night, was held last night 
in the Mansiok «House, Dublin. Entitled 
“The Pilgrim Mother,” it is directed by 
Mr. Lennox Robinson, and ‘is preceded by 
a prologue, in which a Mothers’ Union 
worker collects an audience for the pegeant 
proper. Them follows a scene outside Eden, 
showing the grief of the ruined‘ world and 
the penitence af Eve, the keynote of this 
piece of verse-speaking—for of that the acene 
largely consists—being ‘‘ when the woman 
sins.’’ Various other scenes hearing — 
woman’s place in religion and the parts that 
women have heroically played for their faith 
lead up to the founding of the Mothers’ 
Union and the “' pulse” of that movement. 
There are symbolic dances by members. of 
Miss Muriel Catt’s school of dancing, while 
each episode in the pageant is preceded 
either hy an overture by an orchestra under 
Mrs. Harding or by a chorus by Mrs. Alex. 
Stewart’s augmented choir. In -addition 
there are auartets at different stages of the 
pageant, the singers being from Meath, Bel- 
fast, Christ Church, Leeson Park, and Mr. 
Turner Huggard’s quartet. The chorus is con- 
ducted by Sa. Atock. 
To appreciate this: pegeant it is desirable 
to approach it with an understanding of the 
spiritual si nificance of the various episodes.

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MECHANICS OF 
SPORT

LECTURE 


Sir Gilbert Walker, F.R.S., spoke of the 
‘‘ Mechanics of Sport”? in a lecture at the 
Royal Dublin Society yesterday. 

_ Sir Gilbert gave a number of remarkably 
interesting examples, of the laws af physics 
governing various forms of sport. In the 
early davs of golf, he said, when the ball 
was perfectly smooth, it was found that 


hacking it increased its range, and accord. 
ingly manufacturers introduced a mould 
which provided the patterned balls of to-day. 


J. Fifty vears ago Professor Tate had shown 


that the pattern gave the ball under-spin, 
increasing its range 50 per cent. and pro- 
viding the ball with greater lifting force. 
A player of billiards learned that a hall 
travelling slowly ‘vith a good deal of “ side’ 
—rapid spin about the vertical—deviated to 
the right or left according as the spin was 
travelling with or against the nap of the 
table. The amount of the deviation in the 
length of the table might be an inch or 
more, : 

Touching on the laws of phvsics in the 
use, even by primitive people, of such 
weapons as slings, spears, arrows, assegais, 
and boomerangs, the lecturer said that an 
arrow balanced with feathers, or a sear 
properly weighted, would travei much farther 
than a stone of the same weight thrown with 
the same initial speed: The Zulu was un- 
aware of the reason why his assegai travelled 
such a long distance, but the fact was that, 
without knowing it, he utilised “‘ spin.” He 
held his spear behind the centre of gravity, 
pointing downwards at an angle ol MS csesoa 
and the unwrapping of his fingers as he 
threw it, gave it spin and forward momentum. 


THE BOOMERANG 


Boomerangs, the lecturer said, anticipated 
the auto-gyro, incorporating the same im- 
portant prineiples of physics, because of 
which a Q-ounce boomerang: could be thrown 
185 vards, where a cricket ball of 431 ounces 
travelled only 70 yards, because the. ball 
lacked those principles. The use of simple 
physics had resulted in the speed of swim- 
mers being raised to such a great extent. 
In 1892 the record for the mile was 29 mins. 
25 secs., and to-day it was 21 mins. 17 secs. 

Sir Gilbert, sitting in a chair set in ball- 
bearings with a weight in his hand, showed 
how, by giving the weight a circular motion

A Message of Hope 


“I am very happy to be able to 
inform the House that the informal 
and erploratory, discussions with a 

riew to reaching an agreed basis for 
the negotiation of an Anglo United 
States trade agreement hate now 
reached a point ‘at which the Govern. 
ments of the United Kingdom and the 
TInited States feel able to announce 
that negotiations for such an agree- 
ment are contemplated.” 


With this remarkable rigmarole of words 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain gave the first 
official intimation to the British House 
of Commons last night of a development 
that may change the whole course of 
modern history. The Prime Minister must 
have been taking lessons from Mr. de 
Valera, whose best efforts hardly could be 
more obscure. The fact is, apparently 
that the British and American Govern 
ments have agreed in principle to a trade 
agreement, and that actual negotiations 
regarding details will begin in the near 
future. For nearly three years this plan 
has been in the air, and for the last 
eighteen months conversations have been 
in progress between Washington and 
London. Probably two or three more 
months must pass before formal negotia 
tions can begin, and it would be rash to 
expect any definite conclusions to 
reached before the middle of next year. 
It would be difficult to exaggerate the 
importance of this step When the World 
War came to an end the United States of 
America became for the first time in its 
history a creditor nation. All the world 
owed it money. Great Britain, in par. 
ticular, was heavily in its debt, having 
gone security for most of the allied Powers 
who had raised huge loans in New York 
on the strength of British backing; and 
London for a time forfeited her position 
as centre of the world’s money market. 
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Last 

American trade was £120 bean Lis 
which, it is felt, can be increased very 


| substantially. There will be technical 


difficulties in the way of a comprehensive 
trade pact—caused mainly by the enormous 
discrepancies between British and American 
tariff rates; but if the two Governments 
are in earnest they easily can be overcome, 
Each country produces goods that the 
other needs; each country will benefit 
through an increased trans-Atlantic 
traffic, 

It would be fatally easy to draw over- 
sanguine conclusions from Mr. Chamber. 
lain’s announcement; it would be foolish 
to ignore its possible implications. We 
have no doubt that certain vested interests 
both in Great Britain and in the United 
States will do their best to thwart the 
plans of the two Governments, and it still 
is far too soon to give way to rejoicing. 
On the other hand, the mere fact that the 
two great English-speaking democracies 
are making contact with each other in any 


| way ought to be a source of hope for all 


mankind. When the history of the present 
century comes to be written it will be a 
tragic page in the annals of the world 
unless the early years ahead see a 
rapprochement between London and 
Washington. There was a period shortly 
after the War when it seemed as if the 
people of the United States would abide 
strictly by the Washingtonian principle 
of no foreign ‘‘ entanglements ” ; but many 
things have happened in the meanwhile 
to break down the barriers between the 
United States and the rest of the world. 
In particular, the aggressive insurgence 
of Japan has given the Americans to 
and the recent introduction of 
totalitarian methods into one of the South 
American Republics has proved that the 
Monroe Doctrine is of no avail against 
ideological invasion. In the old world 
the nations are lining up once more in 
the old battle array. Japan has taken a 
hand in the game, and the democracies 
are being threatened on every side. If the 


people of the United States maintain. 


their policy of aloofness from European 
affairs, the outlook will be more than 
serious; for the aggressors will take new 
heart, and the race towards war will be 
accelerated. If, however, the American 
people take their stand with the other 
democracies, or even express their active 
sympathy with them, a vastly different 
situation will be created. No nation, or 
group of nations, on earth would dare to 
stand up against the combined might of 
the British Commonwealth and the United 
States. These two Powers can insure the 
world against war, if only they will come 
together in defence of the principles and 
ideals that are common to their peoples. 


‘The propose. trade pact may he only a 


small beginning: but it is a move in the 
right direction. It may be the herald of 
a new spirit of friendship between peoples 
who together could determine the fate of 
the world. 


Slow Motion 


Christmas is a bare five weeks away, 
and with the Christmas season comes the 
testing time of traffic regulations, To-day 
Dublin’s traffic is in a condition of chaos. 
What will st be when the brightly-lighted 
shops allure thousands of pedestrians into 
the main streets fram suburbs and out- 
lying townships? Foue years have passed 
since the Minister fcr. Local Government 
piloted through dil Wireann a measure 
which promised to reduce the risks and 


multiplying mmconveniences of the city’s 


street traffic. That Was the Traffic Act 


of 1933. If it had been brought into 
immediate operation, 
| trouble, not to mention loss of life and 


a great deal of 


limb, might have been spared: but the 
Act to-day is stili a mere collection of 
well meaning words: it never yet has been 
translated into fact. Many of its pro- 
visions were to have come into effect at 
the beginning of last month—but the 
authorities had forgotten the time lag. 


| They had failed to, realise that within the 


four years between 1933 and 1937 the 


traffic conditions of Dublin had changed 


almost as radically as in the ten years 
before 1933. Not only did more motor 
cars appear on the streets, but the city’s | 


 cobsfiguration was in process of rapid | 


change; new. tenements were dotted here | 


and there ; new industries and new housing 


colonies had created a demand for new 
‘traffic routes ; the increasing tendency of 


well to-do citizens to build their homes | 


outside the city proper had inspired a 
need of new parking places in the central 


areas, The net result of those four years | 


was that a system of traffic control ' ‘which 
might have satistied 1933 had become com 


pletely out at date ty 1997; and nobody | och? á 
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the elimination of “red tape.” Where 
every move is dependent on the approval 
of three Departmients of State, three local 


authorities and one port ‘authority—or 
even of some of them—speed is impossible. 
He recommends, instead, the immediate 
appointment of a Traffic Commission, 
representative of the Departments of Local 
Government and Industry and Commerce, 
the Civic Guard, the Dublin Corporation, 
‘and the Port and Docks Board, which will 
take the problem of traffic immediately 
and effectively in hand. Such a body 
would be required to work, as far as might 
be possible, in conjunction with the town 
planning authorities, in order that there 
might be as little clash as possible between 
its achievements and the plan—when 
eventually the plan appears. The planning 
of Dublin is eminently desirable, but it 
must not involve the postponement of 
remedies for her traffic evils and the 
paralysis of the whole system. 


Gresham on Trial 


A new dualism in British coinage will 
force Gresham’s “Law ” to demonstrate 
once more its right to be taken seriously. 
It will be remembered, of course, that 
Gresham’s “Law” announces the 
tendency for bad money to drive good 
money from circulation, because the 
coinage made from precious metal will be 
hoarded while the less valuable token is 
thrust onward from person to person. 
Although the famous ‘‘law” is now 
known to have been operative for a long 
time before Sir Thomas Gresham flourished 
in the 16th century, and it is doubted 
that he formulated it in set terms, the 
founder of the London Royal Exchange 
has, for nearly four centuries, received 
credit for it. The British Government is 
setting the “law” a deliberate “test by 
offering two kinds of threepenny pieces for 
circulation simultaneously. The old silver 
coin, which possessed such a delightful 
facility for getting lost, is to circulate 
freely with the new many-sided and 
weightier nickel. It has been officially 
announced that. there is no intention to 
withdraw the twelve-sided coin, so the 
hoarders and the collectors have had 
trouble for nothing. It is said by officials 
of the Royal Mint that Scotsmen and 
Welshmen, in particular, stand firmly 
behind the old silver coin, which is often 
so slight a token of high regard. People 
in, England find the new threepenny piece 
a shy visitor to purse and pocket, although 
there would seem to be quite a consider. 
able supply available for Irish collectors. 
The interesting aspect of the subject is 
that British coinage is to contain two 
widely different tokens for the same value: 
the silver wraith and the stout upstanding 
fellow which may be balanced upon its 
own broad edge. One day the discovery 
will be made as to which coin is generally 
preferred, and in that discovery wili also be 
a demonstration of the continued validity 
of Gresham’s “Law.” -t may be pre 
sumed that sentiment will support the 
silver bit, which will slowly disappear 
into the fastnesses of Scotland and Wales. 
and the newer, more exciting coin wil!

Protection for the Lominions 


The statement made by the Primo 
Minister in the House of Commons this 
evening would not have been given unless 
a solid basis for an agreement had been 
prepared It may be that the announce- 
ment is made at this particular moment 
for political reasons, and there can be no 
doubt that it will have a marked effect in 
those countries which have signed the anti- 
Komintern pact. lt is too scon to say 

what benefit the agreement will confer on 
this country or ou the United States, but 
it is probable that the trade barriers here 
will be lowered for wheat, fruit, dairy 
products afd timber from the United 
States. while British manufactures will 
be given an easier entrance there. It is 
assumed that care has been taken to benefit 
some of the staple products of the 
Dominions so that the Dominions may 
have compensation for a possible decrease 
in their agricultural exports to the United 
Kingdom. In the Lobby of the Hour. of 
Commons this evening the proposal was 
hailed as being of the greatest value to 
this country, inasmuch as it brings the 
two countries closer together than they 
have been for vears. The opinion was 
that, following the arrangement of an 
agreement between the two countries, there 
will be further trade agreements between 
the United States and the ‘British 
Dominions, thus bringing about a friendly 
understanding ot all the English -speaking 
peoples. 


Settlement in Western Europe 


The arrival of Lord Halifax in Berlin 
has brought great relicf to official e' ircles 
in Whitzhall, as there had been much dis- 
comfort owing to rumours and stories 
recardine the visit. Some. dencrfmonte I 
officials thought that the visit to Berlin was 
an opportunity to press for a general settle 
ment of Western European affairs. ig>or- 
ing Russia and Eastern Rurope. This line 
of thought met with little creeoss. but fer 
a cime there was a possibility that the 
British policy aiming at an: all round 
European settlement might be changed.

that the House will warmly welcome this further step

According to a Reuter message from Washington, the State 
Department also has announced its intention to open new negotia- 
tions with Canada, while a telegram from Ottawa holds out the 
possibility that Canada may abandon some of her preferences under

ALTHOUGH the Japanese an- 

nounce that they have occupied 
a part of Kashing, fifty miles south- 
west of Shanghai, on the railway to 
Hangchow,' and also claim that they 
have pierced the Chinese ‘‘ Hinden- 
burg Line” at a point between 
Changshu and the-Yangtze, Chinese 
reports say that the situation at the 
front has taken a turn for the better 
after a week of considerable confu- 
sion, says a Shanghai Press Associa- 
tion Foreign Special telegram. 

In the centre the Chinese claim not 
only to have halted the Japanese advance 
on Soochow, but to have gained ground 
as the result of a powerful counter- 
offensive. 

Notwithstanding the rain and poor visi- 
bility, thirty Chinese aeroplanes are 
stated to have helped the attack, ‘‘ heavily 
bombing the Japanese lines and inflicting 
a large number of casualties.” 

Chinese reports assert that 2,000 more 
Japanese troops have arrived in this area, 
making a total of 60,000 reinforcements 
during the past fortnight. 

Fierce fighting continues around 
Kashing, where the recent Chinese 
counter-offensive has been stemmed. 


JAPANESE LOSSES

Wcihaiwei. , 
CHINESE ROUT 


How a rout of the Chinese forces before 
Shanghai was responsible for the sensa- 
tional Japanese | With in the 
direction of Nanking during the past few 
days was revealed for the first time in 
Nanking yesterday, when it was admitted 
that at one time the capital itself was 
in serious danger, says a Press Associa- 
tion Foreign Special Nanking telegram. 

It is learned that Chinese troops, under 
the command of Genoral Liu To-chuan, 
suddenly withdrew without orders at 
Huangtu, causing the remainder of the 
Chinese line to retreat in considerable dis- 
order. 

The defective troops are described as 
Manchurians, formerly part of the army 
of the “' young Marshal’? Chang Hsueh- 


liang. 

Their withdrawal left a wide gap in the 
Chinese centre, allowing the Japanese to 
advance without opposition along the 
Shanghai-Nanking Railway. 

Military observers freely admitted that 
unless the Chinese troops could consolidate 
their positions there was a strong possi- 
bility that the Japanese would advance 
straight on towards Nanking. 


RETREAT STOPPED 


News was received from the front yester- 
day, however, that the retreat had been 
stopped by prompt action on the part of 
the Chinese Command. 

Seeing that the retreating troops were 
too demoralised to Jiold their ground, the 
latter immediately ordered fresh troops 
from reserve almost equalling the number 
of those in the field, and instructed them 
to defend a new line in the vicinity of 
Soochow and Kashing. Meantime the 
entire retreating force was withdrawn to 
the rear for teorganisation. 

Every available omnibus, lorry and 
motor car was commandeered to rush the 
fresh troops to the front. The operation 
was favoured by a steady drizzle, which 
to a large extent immobilised the Japanese 
aircraft and mechanised units.

The Surete Nationale, the French 
Scotland Yard, have been busy all 
day investigating the affair, with a 
view, undoubtedly, to solving these 
problems. 

No less than 700 persons have now been 
} ga through France, especially in 

e region of Dieppe. Some 450 buildings 
have been searched. 

A party of police this afternoon visited 
the neighbourhood of Corbeil, in the Seine- 
et-Oise Department. to make a search to 
which they apparently attach considerable 
importance. 

The Chateau des Tourelles, at Evry- 
Petit-Bourg, in the same department, was 
also searched during the day, and a 
warrant issued for the arrest of the owner. 
The latter, who is a relative of one of the 
men already under arrest in connection 
with the affair, is, however, at present 
in Hungary. 


STORE OF ARMS 


The arrest of the antique dealer, at 
whose shop near the Odeon Theatre, in the 
Latin quarter, a store of arms was dis- 
covered by the police, is now confirmed, 
His sister Suzanne also has been arrested. 

The arms found at his shop are said to 
include forty-five machine-guns of German 
manufacture, 134 rifles, 20,00 Ma 
and military equipment such as belts, 
cartridge belts. puttees and haversacks, 

A formal charge was brought during 
the day against Gaston Juchereau, who 
rented the boarding-house in the Rue de 
Ribera, where twenty-five middle-aged 
ladies, most of them the widows of army 
officers, were living, with gunpowder and 
a large store of war material in the cellars 
beneath them. This store was so large 
that it required three lorries to take it 
away. 


THE CHARGE 


The charge brought against Juchereau 
is one of being in possession of arms. So 
far no charge of plotting against the State 
has been made against any of the arrested 
men, 

A special guard was ted to-day out- 
side sg room oí M Beteille, the examin- 
ing magistfate, who is at present in charge 
of the case. M. Dormoy, the Minister of 
the Interior, this evening informed the 
Prime Minister (M. Chautemps) of the 
results of the police investigations to date. 

Yet another secret store of arms was 
seized by members of the Sireté at 
the premises of a firm of river trans- 
port contractors in the Rue Jean Beau- 


sire. 

At the back of a large cupboard police 
found the entrance to a room, in which 
there were forty-four cases containing 1,408 
bombs, seventeen sporting rifles, three 
military rifles, “eleven sheet rifles of 
Italian make, five of German make and a 
large number of cartridges.

A REVIEW of Dublin's street 
trafic ion, which 
apeanene in the “Irish Times “ of 
6th of this month, ended with the 
conclusion that the present system of 


traffic control is ' fantastic in theory, 
and unworkable in practice. . 

The purposes of this contribution are 
to present readers with a somewhat critical 
examination of administrative machine 
which has so hopelessly—and inevitably— 
failed to function with any semblance of 
efficiency ; and to outline a comparatively 
simple method by which the worst con- 
sequences of watertight and disjointed 
control may be remedied without resort 
to new legislation. , 

What ctions, let us first inquire, 
should any reasonably efficient traffic con- 
trol organisation be called on to dis- 
charge? Should they be confined merely 
to what is now os sane known as 
‘“‘ safety first ” considerations? to mere 
abatements of the risks, the nervous 
strains and the irritating and wasteful 
delays which multiply as modern trans- 
port increases confusion and congestion in 
central areas ?—to such expedients as pre- 
scribing ‘ one-way’ streets, providing 
ights or promulgating restrictive 
by-laws? 


TOWN-PLANNING 


Or, to proceed to the other extreme, can 
any system of traffic organisation be 
regarded as reasonably efficient which fails 
to anticipate and provide for the new de- 
mands of mechanical transport? Is it pos- 
sible to regard questions of traffic organisa- 
tion as a separate and isolated branch of 
civic activity, to be treated as things apart 
from, or merely incidental to, city plann- 
ing and other aspects of municipal develop- 
ment ? 

To such questions there can be no 
simple, precise or comprehensive answers. 
Some line of demarcation must necessarily 
be drawn between the functions of traffic 
organisation and the treatment of the 
many and varied problems which are con- 
sequent upon the intrusion >f modern 
transport methods, But it can, at least, 
be said that any traffic control organism 
which fails to visualise transport 
problems in their relationships to other 
civic needs, or which only contemplates 
hand-to-mouth remedies for acute diffi- 
culties, is a useless—if not, indeed, a 
dangerous —sdministrative contrivance, 

The. case now submitted is that the 
present system of control has failed in 
every respect to function with any degree 
of efficiency; that it has failed even to 
produce reasonably effective solutions for 
acute and pressing local traffic problems ; 
and that it is hopelessly ill-adap téd ‘to 
grapple with the whole body of traffic- 
planning problems in their intimate rela- 


tionships to wider aspects of civic develop- 
ment. 


RESPONSIBILITIES 


The root causes of such incapacity, and 
of failure to deal even with relatively 
minor and obvious difficulties, are not far 
to seek. When summarised and brought 
into perspective, they lead one to wonder 
not why the system (sic) has failed—but 
how such an administrative monstrosity 
has managed to maintain even a facade of 
respectability. Incredible as it may 
appear, the fact is that in the whole

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ATTACKER SAYS IT 

WAS PRIEST’S ORDER 

JUDGE’S COMMENT ON 
GUARDS’ INACTION

THE kidnapping of a 25 years old 
woman and a married man at 
Tallaghanbawn, Geesala, Co. Mayo, 
at the behest, it was stated in evi- 
dence, of a priest; the subsequent 
compulsion of the woman to swear 
never to see the man again, and the 
lack of proceedings by the Civic 
Guards, were matters on which 
Judge Wyse-Power made outspoken 
comment in Ballina Circuit Court 


to-day. 
The action was one in which Miss Mary 
Stokes, Tallaghanbawn, sued Peter 


McDonagh (42), Geesala, for £300 for 
slander, alleged to have been uttered by 
the defendant in Geesala Dispensary on 
27th February, 1937. The slander com- 
plained of was that the plaintiff was earn- 
ing her living on the streets of London ; 
that she came home to carry on the same 
thing; and that the plaintiff was a 
common prostitute. 

The defence was a denial that the words 
were spoken by the defendant, that if 
spoken they were spoken as mere vulgar 
abuse 

Mr. Micks (instructed by Mr. Mulligan, 
for plaintiff) said that a more serious sug- 
gestion could not be made against the 
plaintiff. The plea that the words were 
mere’ vulgar abuse showed that the 
standard of morals in Geesala were, 
indeed, very low. 

Mr. Connolly, for the defendsnt, said 
that that part of the defence was witb. 
drawn. 


PURSUED BY MOB 


Mr Micks said that three day: before IR 
the publication of the slander a thing " 
happened which would form the most ex- 
traordinary stoty which had ever been told 
in his lordship’s court. When going to 
Geesala with her sister plaintiff met a 
married man named :“eneghan in a motor 
car. A crowd surrounded the motor car 
and pulled Heneghan out of it, but the 
plaintiff escaped.

MANUFACTU RERS TO BE 
- HEARD 


An atfestive contribution to the imtproye- 
ment of world trade will, 
result frém ‘the ‘long-heralded-. trade 
negotiations between Great Britain and the 
United States; which will open within a 
i few months, says.

A statutory period of thirty davs will then 
have to elapse within which American 
manufacturers may submit their vicws

At a conservative estimate, the hearin 
will last another three weeks, at the ft 
of which Mr. Cordell Hull will be in a 
position to announce the actual date for 
negotiations to open, It will be seen, 
therefore; that at least two months, and 
probably four, must elapse. before this 
date can be fixed. The negotiations them- 
selves, which will be in private, will last 
for an umspecified number of months— 
depending on the appearance of unforeseen 
obstacles, 


GIVE AND TAKE 


Mr, ell Hull will cover fully the 
existing’trade between the British Empire 
and the United States. “ It:is understood 
that, athough the. United States: Govern- 
ment ara in no way opposed to the prin- 
ciples of the Ottawa agreement, they will 
ask for a reduction of the imperial pre- 
ferences on certain reduc- 
tions will mainly be required in the field 
of agricultural products,‘ but the negotia- 
tions will also deal with manufactured 
goods, such as motor cars, typewriters, and 
steel goods of all kinds. 

In return the United. States are pre 
paring to make concessions to Britain over 
a wide range of textiles, of woollen goods, 
machinery and luxury goods. There is no 
intention to divert the trade between the 
two couutries from its normal channels, 
but only to increase its volume. 

The préliminary conversations have 
lasted over eighteen months, Their aim 
was to find a basis wide enough for the 
ensuing agreement to confer real benefits. 
Previous ‘trade agreements in which the 
IJnited. States’ have taken part have been 
easy to ‘megotiate, and they have been with 
single country. The difficulty in the present 
case has been to adjust American condi 
tions to 'the complex economic organisa 
tion of a whole Empire. It is hoped in 
the United States that Tessening of 
economic tension which results from trade 
agreement will have the final effect ot 
lessening political tension; but it would 
be wrong to. infer that this attrtude is 
evideace of an increased interest on the 
part of the Umited States Government in 
European political problems. 

The aris rn minary discussions, Reuter’s 
Dipiomatic Correspoadent adds, have been 
marked by the greatest good will to get 
something settled. Discussions up to now 
have been carried on mainly by corre: 
spondence, though Mr, Stirling, of the 
Board of Trade, who was im the United 
States earlier in the year, has been out 
again during the past few weeks, and is, 
in fact, still there. It is understood that 
a month must i i according to Ameri- 
can constitutional! practice, before any 
agreement reached can come into force.

LECTURE BEFORE

Professor J. Purser, M.A., M.A.I., M.Sc., 

resided at the inaugural lecture of the 

ublin University Engineering Society, given 
by Mr. F. Kennard, B.Sc. (Lond.), 
M.I.E.E., Lecturer in the Practice of Elec- 
trical Engineering in the University of 
Dublin, who took for his subject: ‘‘ Engineer- 
ing in Ceylon.”’ 

He sketched the organisation of the public 
services, which are run by the Government 
and the Colombo Municipal Council, and 
dealt with their various activities under the 
following heads:—Irrigation, Water Supply, 
Communications and  Buildings—-showing 
numerous interesting lantern slides illustrat- 
ing some of the works in progress and com- 
pletion. Among these were several views of 
Colombo Harbour; which is the 
largest port in the world, handling some 
eight million tons annually, compared with 
London with eleven million tons. 

The lecturer, referring to a map, outlined 
the roads and railways. He pointed out that 
the greater part of the former, although 
rather narrow, were excellent, and practically 
all are tarred. In the mountain districts the 
roads were of necessity very winding, and 
are carried over many culverts, which were 
subject to damage in the rainy season. The 
railways were unusual, as the broad gange 
was 5’ 6” wide and the narrow gauge » á 
Most of the track is single, except for a 
short piece along the coast from Colombo 
southward and another stretch inland towards 
the east. The scenery viewed from the train 
on the Colombo-Kandy run is wonderful, and 
a special observation carriage is run for the 
benefit of the tourist. the northern sec- 
tion of the line wood fuel is used for the 
engines, Trains pull up at wuyside places in 
the jungle to load up with wood, cut to 
suitable lengths by coolies on the spot, 

Slides were also shown of some of the re- 
mains of the ancient Sinhelese civilisation, 
dating back to 200 B.C.

A NEW AIRCRAFT 
CARRIER

HE laving- of the keel of HM48. 
Indomitable at Barrow this month 


brings up to five the number of new 


aircraft carriers in construction for the Royal 


Navy. ‘The farthest advanced of therm is the 
Ark Royal, which was begun about two years 
ago and is due for completion next July. 
She will be the first new carrier to join the 
Navy since 1930. 

The Ark Royal will be 22,500 tons. Her 
aircraft complement, which may be as many 
as seventy aeroplanes, wil] be considerably 
more powerful than that of earlier British 
carriers. Defensive armament will be pro- 


vided by 4.5-inch guns. 
FIRST-LINE AIRCRAFT 


Present plans envisage at least doubling 
the numerical strength of the Fleet Air Arm, 
control of which has been transferred from 
the Air Ministry to the Admiralty, while the 
substitution of modern aircrait for machines 
formerly in service’ will mean a much more 
than proportionate increase in fighting power 
and efficiency. Existing establishment of 
first-line aircraft in British warships is 217, 
of which about 140 are borne in aircraft 
carriers, 32 in catapult-equipped battleships 
and cruisers, and the remaining at shore 
stations. Excluding the Argus, which has 
been re-fitted for use as a “mother ship ” 
for radio-controlled target aeroplanes, the 
carriers now in service have a total capacity 
of 165 aeroplanes. 

Until recently the biplane has been 
generally favoured for use with naval air 
arms, because of its smaller over-all dimen- 
sions and the ease with which its wings may 
be folded for quick handling and compact 
stowage in the confined spaces of an aircraft 
carrier's hangars below decks. Now the 
superior performance achieved by modern 
monoplane construction is becoming available 
for naval use, ingenious wing-folding devices 
and clever detail design having eliminated 
most of its drawbacks, though the biplane 
may be expected to continue in service, if in 
smaller numbers, with the fleets of the world

AMPHIBIOUS SEAPLANE 


The biplane, on the other hand, appears 
likely to remain in favour for some years on 
some catapult-equipped warships. The 
Vickers-Supermarine Walrus, a biplane 
amphibious flying-boat driven by a single 
Bristol Pegasus engine mounted to drive a 
“pusher” airscrew, is now at sea with 
many British vessels.. This sturdy craft 1s 
admirably suited for the reconnaissance and 
communication flying that are needed by the 
Navy. It can carry a substantial load. Its 
enclosed cabin is roomy, Performance is ex- 
cellent. Further, the wing-folding arrange- 
ments reduce the machine to exceptionally 
compact over-all dimensions for stowage on 
board, usually at the ' home.” end of the 
catapult which launches it.

A NIGHT WITH THE 
FISHING FLEET

i & drift through life (writes Ladbroke 
Black), I had always been assured from 
my earliest days, was synonymous with 
failure. It meant adopting the line of least 
resistance, with moral consequences to one’s 
character which must prove disastrous. But 
I have just returned from a night in a 
drifter engaged i» the business of providing 
the tables of Britain with herrings, and | 
have altered my view entirely about the 
meaning of ‘he simile. 


* DRIFTING ” 


“Drifting *’ must be one of the hardest 
and most exacting occupations of man. That 
anybody car be found to pursue it year after 
year must be ascribed to the toughness oi 
our race and, perhaps, the spice of gambling. 
Not even at Monte Carlo does the Goddess 
of Chance show off ner vagaries so sur 
sent as she does on the herring grounds. 

en men, including the skipper of the drifter. 
may set out from Lowestoft to cover the 
fourteen ana a halt miles to Smith’s Knoll. 
where the herring are congregating at the 
moment; shoot their two and a half miles 
of net, drift with the wind and the 
tide for anything from twelve to 
eighteen heurs, and then, when they make 
their haul, find they have got practically 
nothing. On the other hand, they may find 
themselves with fifty or a hundred or even 
two hundred crans of herrings, which may 
fetch as much as thirty shillings a cran at 
the quayside. 

Every ae the herring fisherman earns 
he earns hardly. It the sea is “ patchy’’ he 


‘may strike a stretch of water where there are 


i: human 


practically no fish. To understand the nature 
of the gamble something of the conditions 
under which he works must be appreciated. 
Our drifter slipped out of port just before 
four in the afternoon, and we reached Smith s 
Knoll about seven. Here we found a fairy 
city of lights set m the North Sea, one of the 
most fantastically beautiful scenes that 
eyes have ever witnessed. In the

so that the vast stretch of

All these vessels are drifting. Behind each 
one ere towed eighty to ninety nets, making 1 
wall of netting about two and a half miles 
long, each net linked to the next, and marked 
hy what is technically known as a ‘ buff ’’— 


ja big LE ge -shaped float looking rather like a 


seven miles ! 


iootball, Against this wall of netting the 
unsuspecting fish swim, and are pois Ó by 
their gills in its meshes. Our skipper has 
now to find himself a patch et water, where 
his experience tells him there will be fish, 


|among the confusion of two thousand five 


hundred miles of nets. He must not, of 
ryurse, shoot his nets across the line of any- 
body else’s nets. Sometimes in making his 
selection it is a matter of Hobson’s choice. 
There may be onlv one stretch of “more or 
less suitable water available. 

When at las: he decides to shoot, a de 
tachment of seven line up with what seems 
almost military precision and wait for the 
command. Two men stand in the net-hold 


| to pay out the nets and pass the buffs. The 


remainder stand fast ready to lower the 
nets into the sea and manage the hawser, 
which, linking all the nets together, is paid 
out by a stem winch. resently the 
—, gives tne one order, ''Shoot,' and 
the busines, of paying out the nets begins. 

It takes, roughly half an hour to get 
the nets overboard. It takes anything over 
a ae of three hours to hau! them in 
again, the time se occupied depending upon 
the si » ani weight of the Catch. : Gace 
the nets have been shot, steam is cut off and 
life on board comes to a standstill. To 
decide when to “aul is seitled sometimes by 
testing the number of fish to be found in the 
first two or threé nets, of which there may 
be ninety in all. If the prospe“'a are pro- 
mising from this inspection, the labour of 
pulling begins, and, in a heavy sea, with 
the waves drenching the crew every moment, 
the work is unbelievably hard. To the 
novice, even one hour of this labour would 
prove a nightmare. Muscles aching, hands 
cut and torn bY the nets, clothing drenched, 
he might well be pardoned for vowing never 
again to set foot on a drifter

catch is made, the fish, 


When a good 
caught by their gills in the meshes of the 


net, come over the side in what looks like 
a sheet of silver. An expert watching the 
number of fish in the nets as t are hauled 
overboard can calculate the number of crans 
within half a dozen or so. As the fish 
pile up on deck they are shifted with 
wooden spades through holes in the deck into 
the holds below. If the catch is big 
encugh to warrant it, the skipper then 
makes for port with his cargo © Barring ; 

if not, bs steams abou‘ until he finds anothe 

suitable patch, and once more sinks his nets. 

Drifters nowadays are fitted with a trans- 
mitting and receiving wireless set, which 
enables a skipper to communicate with the 
skipper of any other drifter to learn the 
latest news about the ‘herron,” and to 
exchange friendly gossip. Some of the 
skippers use their transmitters to give 
amateur broadcasts not only about fishing and 
the weather, but about their private affairs— 
all of which adds to the gaiety of life on 
Smith's Knoll, even if some of these broad- 
casts might scandalise the ultra- — 
possessors of short-wave sets on shore. 

Breakfast on board consists day in day 
out of herrings, and what a glorious meal it 
is! The herring fisherman never tires of 
herrings, and certainly if of their 
nourishing, sustaining qualities were necded 
his strength and endurance provide it. 

“ Finest food there is,” said our skipper, 
helping himself to anothe® couple, ‘“ but,’ 
apologetically, “I can’t more than 
eight ay nine at a sitting, but then I’m a
